The vast scale of the 
terrain over which. the war 
between Germany and Rus-- 
sia is developing offers new 
problems in, the tactics of 
modern mechanised war- 
fare, especially, because. of 
the unlimited scope it pro- 
vides for the operations of 
lair forces. The enlarge- 
ment’ of a theatre of wan, 
does not ‘merely call for the 
multiplication of the samc .

From a strategic stand- 
point, therefore, the applica- 
tion of blitzkrieg: methods - 
to a region as huge as 
eastern Europe is especially 
significant. .

REPORT ON ENGLAND By 
ee Ingersoll. John Lane. 7s. 


- Mr: Ingersoll’s “Report on 
England” is aa cloquent as it is 
businesslike. It gives the con- 
clusions which a trained obser- 
» ver came to'after o painstaking 
inquiry into the effects of 
Gocring’s first mass assaults 
and into the war-time organisa- 
tion. and spirit of our people. 
Mr Ingersoll, the editor of the 
Now York ovening newspaper 
“PM,” rightly rejected any 
sort of ofiiclal patronage or 
guidance. He went where 
he pleased and saw ~ what 
‘he wanted. Ho' wished his 
inquiry to. be, as in fact it 
unfettered. Because of 

that his teatimony is first class; 
and although’ many others both 
‘before and since. Mr Ingersoll 
wrote his record have praised 
tho fortitude of our people under 
bombing, not to ‘acknowledge 
the.warmth and sincerity-of his 
own homage. would be' un- 
gracious and ungrateful.

more help Is now to go to China from 
the United States, and as Britain has 
declared that no Interference will be 
tolerated on the Burma Road, and 
thus that there can be no Interruption 
“to ‘the supplies; it must-be: even-more- 
avident to the Japanese — that 
‘awn position {s steadily growing 
worse. 

There has been a note of insincerity 
on the part of Japan ever since tha 
war in China started. In tho first 
plane, sho has insisted In calling it an 
incident und not a war, as though 
Chinn wag not worthy of her slclil, 
She has talked about a new order ot. 
co-prosperity jn China, and has 
destroyed oll order and certainly Jaid 
waste and impoverished a great part 
of China.

She asks for first treatment of her 
clnims and of her nationals abroad, 
and at the same time affords neither.
